WASHINGTON, July 15— 
Bernard Goldfine told _ re- 
porters today that he had vis- 
ited the White House several 
times. He said he had met 
President Eisenhower on one 
occasion, while having lunch 
with Sherman Adams, Mr. 
Eisenhower's chief assistant. 

The Boston textile manufac- 
turer answered reporters’ ques- 
tions after this morning’s hear- 
ing of the House subcommit- 
tee on. legislative oversight. 
The subcommittee is investi- 
gating whether Goldfine got 
favored treatment from fed- 
er al regulatory agencies 
through his friendship with 
Adams. 

Goldfine also acknowledged 
that one of his companies owns 
a house rented by Senator Nor- 
ris Cotton ((Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire. Asked how much rent 
Cotton pays, Goldfine said he 
did not know, adding: “I 
haven't the books here.”’ 

In its issue appearing. tomor- 
row, Time magazine will say 
that Cotton pays $75 a month 
rent for a house in Lebanon, 
N.H., where two of Goldfine’s 
textile mills are. 

Clear on Meeting. 

Questioned by newspaper- 
men, Goldfine was not clear on 
where or when his meeting 
with the President took place. 
He said several persons were 
present and Mr. Eisenhower 
was at another table. 

It appeared from what Gold- 
fine said, however, that his 
introduction to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive was at a luncheon giv- 
en by Mr. Eisenhower for busi- 
ness executives. 

Goldfine told reporters that 
Adams had invited him to the 
White House several times. 
Presidential press secretary 
James C. Hagerty has told pre- 
viously of two visits to the 
White House by the Boston in- 
dustrialist, but has said Gold- 
fine did not meet the Presi- 
dent on either of these occa- 
sions. 

Hagerty has said also that 
Mr. Eisenhower received a gift 
of vicuna cloth from Goldfine. 
The press secretary told re- 
porters that the President gave 
the cloth to someone else but 
could not remember to whom. 

Adams has acknowledged that 
Goldfine gave him a vicuna 
coat, made from the fur of a 
rare South American animal, 
and “lent” him a $2400 oriental 
rug. The subcommittee has 
listed more than $3000 in hotel 
bills which Goldfine paid for 
Adams and members of his 
family. 

Cotton Pays Rent. 

Asked about the Time mag- 
azine article, Goldfine told re- 
porters that Cotton “does live 
in one of the houses my com- 
pany owns, and he pays rent.” 
Goldfine said he could not re- 
call which company it was.

Indictments Nol-Prossed 
When New Evidence

Man Shot Women. 


Salvatore (Sam) Ciluffo, who 
has been in custody since June 
21 for the killing of two women 
in Bonnie's Tavern, was freed 
today after Henry J. Frede- 
ricks, first assistant circuit at- 
torney, nol-prossed two indict- 
ments charging him with first- 
degree murder. 

Fredericks submitted a 
lengthy memorandum to Cir- 
cuit Judge Franklin E. Reagan, 
explaining that the indictments 
against Ciluffo no longer could 
be sustained by the state be- 
cause new evidence indicates 
the killings were committed by 
another man, Robert W. Sauer. 

Background Reviewed. 


The memorandum reviewed 
the background of the shoot- 
ing last June 9 and the arrest 
12 days later of Ciluffo. It was 
pointed out that Ciluffo had 
“confessed” being the killer 
and had repeated the state- 
ment on “numerous occasions” 
to police officers, assistant 
circuit attorneys and news- 
paper reporters. 

The evidence against Ciluffo 
appeared substantial, the mem- 
orandum said, until a short 
time after the arrest last Fri- 
day of Sauer, 34-year-old 
transient. Sauer had in his 
possession two .32-caliber re- 
volvers. Ballistics tests indi- 
cated one of them was the gun 
used to kill the women, Mrs: 
Virginia (Patsy) Haney and 
Miss Jo Ann Yates. 

Records Back Sauer. 

Police announced earlier to- 
a that a check of records 
indicated Sauer purchased the 
weapon used in the killings 
from a Miami (Fla.) store last 


October, The evidence sup- 
ported Sauer’s statement of | 
where he obtained the re-, 
volver.

State Department press offi- 
cer Lincoln White declined to 
give names of the Americans 
reported killed, saying the re- 
ports were unconfirmed. But 
generally the information was 
regarded in the State Depart- 
ment as being true. White said 
a third American escaped after 
being beaten. 

White told a news confer- 
ence that communications be- 
tween the State Department 
and the embassy at Baghdad 
had been interrupted since yes- 
terday. He said the interrup- 
tion was temporary and he 
hoped contact would soon be 
restored. 

“We're doing what we can,” 
White said, “to get what in- 
formation we can from sources 
available to us. We have no 
detail on King Faisal, the Prime 
Minister Nuri said, or whether 
the fighting has spread over 
the country.”

BEIRUT, July 15 (AP) — 
American Marines began land- 
ing on beaches south of Beirut, 
capital of Lebanon, today. 

Twelve landing craft brought 
the first Marines to the beach 
from seven naval ships an- 
chored offshore. 


The vanguard of 5000 United 
States Leathernecks ordered 
here by President Eisenhower 
came ashore little more than 
24 hours after a pro-Nasser 
revolt had overthrown the 
government of Iraq. 

Mr. Eisenhower said Marines 
were sent at the request of 
Lebanese President Camille 
Chamoun to guard American 
lives and protect Lebanon 
against indirect aggression. 

(The Navy announced in 
Washington that the first land- 
ings were accomplished with- 
out opposition under air cover 
provided by the 27,000-ton air- 
craft carrier Essex, United 
Press International reported 
from Washington.) 

Airport Closed. 

The Marines marched off to 
Beirut’s airport, which had 
been closed a few hours ear- 
lier, perhaps for the landing 
of troop carriefs. 

United States Ambassador 
Robert McClintock urged the 
2500 Americans in Lebanon to 
leave the country. Ten United 
States Embassy families left 
today, including the wife and 
son of the am or. 

As ships of the United States 
Sixth Fleet appeared on the 
horizon about 1:45 p.m., Leb- 
anese began flocking to the 
beach by car and even on 
horseback from nearby villages 
to watch.

NEW RECORD SET 
IN BANK CRIMES 
IN THE LAST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, July 15 
(UPI)—A “tremendous wave” 
of bank crimes in the last 12 
months broke all records, Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
Director J. Edgar Hoover re- 
vealed today, 

In a report to Attorney Gen- 
eral William P. Rogers on the 
year which ended June 30, 
Hoover said there were 631 
bank crimes, of which 373 
were robberies, 198 were burg- 
laries and 60 were larcenies. 
They added up to 188 more vi- 
olations than in fiscal 1957. 

Not since 1932 when there 
were 606 violations against 
banks has there been “such a 
tremendous wave” of this type 
of crime, Hoover said. 

He reported that last January 
alone 66 bank robberies and 
break-ins occurred. ea

Secretary Dulles as a Jailer 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The present Administration, 
presumably at the behest of Mr. 
Dulles, obviously means to make 
of the once-proud American citi- 
zen a subject; and one without a 
status of freedom even remotely 
equal to that of the present-day 
British subject. 

There are no political restric- 
tions on British passport issuance. 
Significantly this latest Adminis- 
tration move seeks to subvert 
further the rights of Americans 
only recently declared fundamen- 
tal by the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Mr. Dulles has already fenced 
off approximately one-third of the 
human race from the American 
people. Soon, if this is continued, 
we will be the most ignorant peo- 
ple on earth. Now he seeks con- 
gressional authority to imprison 
within the territorial limits of 
the United States anyone with 
views obnoxious to his own—an 
authority he arbitrarily exercised 
until specifically forbidden to do 
so by the Supreme Court. 

If this arbitrary control over 
the free movement of Americans 
is granted by Congress, what, may 
IT ask, is to prevent Mr. Dulles— 
or any one of his successors—from 
restricting this “new American 
subject” to an area of “X” miles 
inside the United States, perhaps 
even one mile‘or less from his 
former “castle”? Once the power 
to imprison arbitrarily is granted, 
what may later limit the area of 
the arbitrary exercise thereof? 

This is perhaps the most author- 
fitarian power ever demanded of 
the Congress over a supposedly 
free people in peace time. If 
granted—and I pray God it will 
not be—American democracy will 
have finally committed suicide out 
of fear, a fear actually of its own 
manufacture. '

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The Bother of Too Much 


As an aftermath of the conferences which 
President Eisenhower and Secretary 
have held in Ottawa with Prime Minister Die- 
fenbaker and his associates, a review of the 
United States’s farm surplus disposal policies 
would be well in order. 

It is this country’s programs for the sale, 
barter and donation of surplus wheat abroad 
which have given rise to one of our major 
sources of friction with Canada. As a result 
of these programs United States wheat ex- 
ports have almost doubled since 1954. _The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee’s Sp 
Study Mission to Canada concluded that the 
Canadians “have a perfectly legitimate griev- 
ance to the extent that it can be said that the 
United States is exporting its own farm 
problem.” 

Canada is not the only country that has 
complained on this head. Australia, New 
Zealand, Peru, Argentina, Uruguay, the Neth- 
erlands, Denmark, Mexico, Burma, and Italy 
have also done so. The United States has 
customarily sought to justify these policies by 
contending that the sales thus made supple- 
mented but did not replace sales made in the 
ordinary course of commerce. 

* ¥ « 

Regulations to require such justification 
were promulgated last year with respect to 
the barter part of the program, following 
upon the complaints, and quickly demon- 
strated that the argument advanced by the 
United States had been unsupported in fact. 
Now that it must be proved that the barter 
purchases will be supplementary rather than 
replacements of normal trade, the barter 
phase of the program has come to a virtual 
standstill. 

The Administration itself has not been sat- 
isfied with these measures taken to get rid of 
farm products unconsumed at home. It has 
emphasized repeatedly that the Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assistance Act of 
1954, under which these programs operate, 
was an emergency measure and is to be re- 
garded as merely temporary. It recommended 
last year, when the original three-year pro- 
gram came up for renewal, that extension 
should be limited to one year. 

Secretary Benson put the Administration’s 
qualms in the strongest terms when he said: 
“Sales for foreign currencies and barter are 
inconsistent with the Administration’s foreign 
trade policy. No action should be taken to 
incorporate disposal methods of this kind as 
permanent features of United States foreign 
trade programs.”’ 

. . . 

What other measures are worth trying? 
One, we think, is increased consumption by 
Americans themselves. It has been estimated 
that if Americans ate as well as food experts 
say they should for the sake of good health, 
the farm market would be increased by $800,- 
000,000. Full employment is important in 
this same regard, for it is further estimated 
that the 12-month recession of 1953-4 cut 
farm marketings by another $800,000,000. 

The school lunch programs have made a 
modest beginning on increased consumption 
of our own food surpluses. Representative 
Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis is fighting for a 
modest extension of the fuller-consumption 
principle through a food stamp plan. 

On a for more ambitious scale, the attempt 
has been made to equalize worldwide food 
surpluses and alleviate hunger through the 
United Nations. Largely on the inspiration 
of the United States, a plan to this effect was 
worked up by the U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization—whereupon, in 1949, the Unit- 
ed States rejected it. Neither the United 
States nor the world at large, however, has 
yet found an effective substitute for a world 
food bank. 


The Guard Unlimbers 


The National Guard is aghast at the Army’s 
plan for a 10 per cent cut in the size of the 
Guard. Already the powerful National Guard 
Association has its shock troops, the state 
adjutants general, in Washington presenting 
an organized protest to Congress, the White 
House and the Defense Department. 

The Guard’s political pressure resulted in 
the Army abandoning its original plan to 
drop six of the 27 Guard divisions. Now, in 
streamlining the Guard by creating pentomic 
divisions, the Army will effect a cut by lim- 
iting 16 of the divisions to three battle groups 
instead of five. But Guard lobbyists, appar- 
ently obsessed with the numbers-count-most 
theory, assert this will weaken the Guard and 
thus imperil the United States. 

Yet regylar Army pentomic divisions, re- 
duced nearly a third in numbers, have far 
more firepower and mobility than ever be- 
fore. The cost of equipping such pentomic 
divisions is very high. Their training is much 
more demanding. The imperatives of tech- 
nology should be allowed to displace vested 
interests and outworn traditions, 

This brings up the old problem of merging 
the Guard and the Reserves of the Army 
and Air Force. The Gray. Board Report urged 
full federal control of all reserve components, 
but the NGA proved too powerful. After the 
Defense Department reorganization fight is 
over, the Pentagon should see what it can do 
to take the Guard out of politics and make 
it a unit with more military value and readi- 
ness potential than it now possesses. 


Parking Fiasco on the Riverfront 


What provision can the city make for the 
4000 automobiles that will be displaced by 
the closing of the riverfront parking lot in 
the next 12 to 18 months? 

The question, like so many St. Louis ques- 
tions, arises now in the form of a crisis. The 
riverfront memorial has been in the works 
for: years, but now that dirt is actually flying, 
the city administration and downtown inter- 
ests suddenly awaken with cries of alarm to 
a situation which they could have seen coming 
if they had looked. 

The Off-Street Parking Commission is the 
municipal agency responsible for answering 
the question. But if it is only now turning 
its attention to the problem, over the short 
run it may not have any answer at all. 

For the long run the answer is to put ‘in 
underground parking at the memorial site. 
All four radial expressways will converge on 
that district, and this is obviously going to 
create an unprecedented demand for k- 
ing. St. Louis should be prepared to it. 

The Commission also ought to investigate 
the possibilities raised by Public Service Co.’s 
suggestion for a ring of publicly-financed 
“park-ride” lots around the perimeter of the 
city. Regardless of cost, some motorists will 
always want to park downtown. Others may 


be attracted by fast, comfortable and rela-

Nasser about making life better for 
the little , but with him it is all talk 
and no performance.

It is the tragedy of the West that the kings 
and sheiks and prime ministers are our allies 
and friends, while the Soviet Union has been 
shrewd enough to ally itself with the Nasser 
movement and the peoples. The West, in a 
word, backed the wrong horse. 


The Duffer in Ottawa 


An Ottawa sportswriter caddied for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower when the President golfed 
in the Canadian capital the other day. Judg- 
ing by the intelligence report filed from the 
links, divot-diggers the nation over will read- 
ily identify themselves with the President. 
In truth he seems to be very much one of 
them, just another duffer with a big bag of 
clubs. 

Mr. Eisenhower shot a 90 on the par 73 
Ottawa course, which amounts to “even fives” 
for the 18. This is well below the 100-mark 
that separates the men from the boys, so to 
speak; but the course record evidently is in 
no danger when Mr. Eisenhower tees up on 
the firing line. He is not so bad as to be 
likely to give up the game in disgust, nor so 
good as to quit from the boredom of monot- 
onous par-breaking. Every poor shot inspires 
visions of a “mulligan,” or substitute stroke, 
and every good one speeds him in his little 
car after the ball to belt it again. 

He talks to the ball, ordering it to “Whoa, 
whoa,” if it seems about to roll into trouble. 
He talks to himself when he sees a partic- 
ularly rough piece of terrain up ahead. “Now 
here’s the place to hit it nice and easy,” he 
says to nobody in particular when he is 
tempted to go for distance. He takes a 
“gimmie” or two (but putts out five-footers 
and occasionally sinks them). He sometimes 
calls his shots and makes them: “This is going 
to be a championship shot; watch this,” and 
lo! it is. And next thing he knows he is hack- 
ing out of deep rough. 

The President’s caddy in Ottawa, Sports- 
writer Eddie MacCabe, says that Mr. Eisen- 
hower plays to win, and that may be. On the 
evidence supplied by Mr. MacCabe we suspect 
he plays (1) to break 90 sure, and (2) with 
luck to break 80. That’s been the aim of the 
better duffers ever since the royal and an- 
cient game was invented. 


Senate Test on Tariffs 

The Senate this week will have a chance 
to reject the vandalism committed by its 
Finance Committee against the Reciprocal 
Trade Extension bill. By rejecting committee 


recommendations, it can adopt the acceptable 


measure passed by the House. 

There is little point in arguing which of 
the tomahawk amendments is the worst. Per- 
haps it is the Kerr amendment which for ail 
practical purposes would remove tariffs from 
presideittial authority and return them to 
narrow, sectional politics. 

Ill effects could also stem from the pro- 
posal to extend the act not for five years but 
only for three, and to limit reductions to 5 
per cent in each year—with no carry-over in 
casé- no reductions were worked out in any 
single year. If adopted, this would amount 
to a declaration of non-co-operation with the 
European Common Market and, for that mat- 
ter, with the rest of the world. Whatever 
Washington might say about diplomatic and 
military co-operation, this would serve notice 
that the United States has doubts about mu- 
tual economic security. 

In this version, the bill would permit no 
more than a 10 per cent cut—and perhaps 
only one of 5 per cent—since it would take 
a year or longer to carry on the preliminary 
negotiations essential to a reciprocal tariff 
agreement. And since the authorization for 
such an agreement would expire in a year or 
two, it is questionable whether a foreign gov- 
erpinent would consider the possible advan- 
take worth all the trouble of negotiating it. 

Other nations, and especially the Common 


. Market group, would be driven into a trade 


and tariff war with the United States.

Newspapers Criticize and Defend Administration Bill to Restrict Passports

On May 12 of this year The Asso- 
ciated Press filed a story from Wash- 
ington beginning with this sentence: 
“President Eisenhower sent Con- 
gress today a report recommending 
liberalization of travel restrictions as 
one of the best means of improving 
international relations.” 


In contrast to this statement of 
only two months ago, the Eisenhower 
Administration has sent to Congress 
a bill specifically restricting the con- 

stitutional right

. clearly intended

In its decision in the Kent and 
Briehl cases the Supreme Court did 
not take away from the Secretary all 
right to control passports. It did say 
that Congress had not given him 
the power to withhold passports from 
applicants on account of their “‘be- 
liefs and associations.” 


Although the draft bill that the 
State Department sent up to Con- 
gress does stress “activities” rather 
than “beliefs,” it is difficult to see 
how and where under his legislation 
the line will be drawn. For instance, 
the bill would surely give legislative 
support to the indefensible position 
of Secretary Dulles in respect to his 
previous withholding of passports to 
American newsmen desiring to go to 
Communist China—thereby confus- 
ing the conduct of a specific foreign 
policy with the right of the people 
to know the facts in which that for- 
eign policy may or may not be based. 


The terms of the bill would per- 
mit, at least to some degree, a res- 
toration of what we have repeatedly 
denounced as the “political means 
test” that the State Department has 
insisted on applying to Americans de- 
siring to travel abroad. We are con- 
vinced that neither the. good name 
nor the security of the United States 
would thereby be aided. In fact, if 
this bill passed, quite the reverse 
will be true.

The Supreme Court's recent con- 
firmation of the American citizen's 
right to travel, regardless of his po- 
litical views, will in effect be re- 
versed if President Eisenhower gets 
the legislation he asked for. 


The State Department may need 
some specific legislation setting up 
the procedures for withholding pass- 
ports, since the Supreme Court cut 
it adrift from its former practices. 
But whatever laws emerge in re- 
sponse to Mr. Eisenhower's plea 
should provide at least these essen- 
tials: That no passport be denied 
without a hearing: that the applicant 
have access to all the evidence used 
against him, including the identity of 
all of his accusers; that the Govern- 
ment bear the burden of proving a 
clear and present danger to the se- 
curity of the nation; and that the 
Government’s decision may be ap- 
pealed to a court of law.

It takes no great imagination to 
conceive of situations in which the 
issuance of a passport might be det- 
rimental to the legitimate interests 
of the United States. Much as we be- 
lieve in the right to travel, we agree 
that the right is not absolute, just 
as the right to swing your foot does 
not include the right to swing it 
against someone’s pants. 


But who is to determine when re- 
fusal of a passport is in the best in- 
terests of the United States? What 
standards are to be used? Unless 
these standards are clearly defined 
by Congress—and within constitu- 
tional requirements — the way is 
opened, or reopened, for arbitrary 
aa which might or might not be 
ust. 


For example, Secretary Dulles has 
long opposed granting passports to 
newspapermen who want to go to 
Red China. He has never contended 
the applicants were Communists or 
Commu.iist sympathizers. But for 
some mysterious reason (he has 
shifted ground so frequently it is 
difficult to pin down the reason) he 
refused to grant passports. Thus 
America was denied first-hand re- 


ports by qualified Americans of what 


has been going on in Red China. 
The right of newspapermen to 
travel is important, of course, but 
it is only part of the right of all 
Americans to travel. We should not 
like to see that right restricted ex- 
cept where it can be persuasively 
demonstrated, and by well defined 
standards, that the travel would be 
harmful to the country’s interests.

The President has made an urgent 
request for Congress to plug the hole 
which the Supreme Court, by a five- 
to-four decision, recently made in the 
State Department's powers to with- 
hold passports. 

These powers may be opposed by 
some sincere Americans who regard 
the right to freedom of movement 
as inherent in citizenship itself. Such 
complete freedom would certainly be 
the ideal for a democracy. But when 
the President insists that the ab- 
sence of these restrictive powers “ex- 
poses us to great danger” his words 
must be given serious attention.

President Eisenhower’s desire for 
a law which will let the State De- 
partment refuse passports to Com- 
munists and persons who decline to 
take a non-Communist oath deserves 
to be supported in Congress.

The way Mulloy by-passed 
Bitsy, a remarkable retriever 
throughout his own long 
court career, Karl Hodge 
probably was right when he 
said in admiration, “Gard- 
nar today could have beaten 
any tennis player in the 
country ... any age.” 

Mulloy, no shrinking vio- 
let, accepted the praise with 
smiling agreement, The Davis 
Cup graybeard’s confidence 

is an important part of his 
game. His frankness is re- 
freshing, too. 

Asked to name the best 
shots he’d seen over the 
years in big-league tennis, 
Mulloy said a composite 
Frankenstein terror in Ber- 
muda briefs would include 
Ellsworth Vines’ service, 
Jaroslav Drobny’s overhead 
game, Don Budge’s back- 
hand, Jack Kramer’s ground 
strokes, Budge Patty’s fore- 
hand volley and . 

“If you don’t mind,” said 
Mulloy, “I'll take Mulloy’s 
forehand.” 

One Battle Is Enough. 
Fine individual greatness, 


though, Gardnar dutifully 

bowed to Bih Tilden, ex- 
plaining: 

“Why, I saw Tilden, when 
he was 52, beat Ted Shroe- 
der at a time Schroeder 
was national champion.” 

Mulloy, though tourna- 
ment-trim and a handsome 
athlete at 45, acknowledged 
that he felt his years after a 
tough match. “I’m like your 
friend, Stan Musial,” said the 
new national senior tennis 
champion as he cooled out 
after drubbing Grant. “I’m 
okay today, but if I have to 
come back with another 
rough match the next day, 
I’ve lost something.”

Once in 
awhile, Mr. O'Donnell 
will punch out a ticket on 
a horse for himself, but 
not because a_ stable 
owner tipped him off, or 
a tout. When he bets, it 
is because he has seen a 
groom bet his own $2. 
If the groom thinks his 
pet charger is in shape 
for a race, the ticket sell- 
ers begin to show a per- 
sonal interest in the 
horse. 

Edward O’Donnell has 
been working the tracks 
in the East for 20 years. 

: He is 41, has a lovely 
JIM BISHOP wife and three children. 

He lives in Miami Shores 
and grew up around Baltimore. He gets his expressive 
hands and eloquent tongue from the Roaches—his mother’s 
people. They came from Galway. 

When Eddie started as a ticket seller, he earned $84 a 
week. The salary of a good mutuel window man today is 
$150. He works six days a week and his window is down 
under the stands at Monmouth. He seldom sees a race, 
although he knows a lot of horse lore. 


The biggest bet he ever handled was $60,000. 
The man was short, middle-aged and gray. He 
had two hands full of bills as he reached the $100 
window. The year was 1943. The track was Bel- 
mont. “T’d like to have sixty thousand to win on 
Count Fleet,” the little man said. He handed the 
money in, and Eddie handed it to the cashier te 
count, It consisted of $20,000 in $500 bills; the 
rest in hundreds. Eddie punched out 600 tickets. 
Count Fleet won. He paid $2.10 for each $2 bet. 
The little stranger won $3000. 


» FRANK HAGUE was a big bettor. He used a messenger 
service to place his wagers. Joe E. Lewis is heavy-handed 
with money, too. So was Col. E. R. Bradley. There was 
a New England lady known as “The Women in Red,” who 
always bet $20,000 or more on the favorite to show. 

Dude Alard was a character among big plungers. He 
would bet $10,000 on a race, but he lived in a $10-a-week 
room with Scotty the Clocker and they always bought a 
pound of baloney in a delicatessen and a half pound of 
potato salad and some pickles and the two of them sat in 
dingy room and ate off a penknife. 

The Dude got his foot caught in hot tar en route to 
the track one day and said that the macadam was shaky. 
When he reached the track, he noticed that a horse named 
Shaker was running and, in spite of Scotty’s counsel, the 
Dude bet $10,000 to show on the Shaker and the nag day- 
dreamed at the post. The last Mr. O’Donnell saw of the 
Dude, he was standing behind a pillar draining a whole 
pint of gin.

Clarissa Start 
Worthy Project 


LOOKING FOR A PROJECT for your church or club 
this fall? A reader has sent us an excellent suggestion, 
which could be adapted to any locale with good results. 


The particular project was started in Los Angeles and-is ” 


described in a story in 
Christian Science Mon- 
itor. 

It is called the Toy 
Loan program, and it 
started in the depression 
days of 1934, when a va- 
riety store manager 
spotted some small boys 
taking spools of thread. 
He couldn't figure out 
what little ~ boys would 
want with thread but 
questioning revealed that 
it was the spools they 
wanted to use as wheels 
for homemade toys. They 
came from homes where 
there were no toys and 
no money to buy them. 


a The store manager 
ag ia : took the problem to the 
CLARISSA START boys’ school principal 


who took it to the County 
Co-ordinating Council. In May 1935, a public playground 
opened the first Toy Loan Library. There are now 45 
such libraries and they make 35,000 loans each month. 
Throughout the years they have served 737,000 borrowers. 


Naturally, not all the children want to re- 
turn the toys and especially was this the case 
with dolls, For this reason, dolls are “adoptable.” 
A little girl whe shows good care for a doll during 
a probationary period gets to keep it. There 
have been 323,000 dolls adopted to date. 


This venture has also put 150 people to work, re- 
painting, dressing and refurbishing dolls and other dam- 
aged toys which are donated to the project. And it was 
all started rolling by a few spools. 

Our reader suggests that the same type of program 
could be worked out to advantage in the St. Louis area. 
There would be many questions to answer, of course. 
Primarily, where do you get the money? Apparently, in 
Los Angeles, this is done with public funds which would 
probably not be possible here. 


However, it is a program that is wide open 
for some group of ambitious, civic minded women, 
with an angel or two in their midst. The only 
thing comparable, to our knowledge, are the in- 
dividual “Santa Clauses” who make over toys for 
Christmas, and the Junior Red Cross, fire depart- 
ment and civic toy repair which operate at the 
holiday season. 


Women’s groups have handled operations just as am- 
bitious here and elsewhere. In Kansas City, members 
of Theta Sigma Phi, women’s journalism organization, took 
it upon themselves to supply books for children’s insti- 
tutions, youth centers and struggling young libraries in 
their region. They collected 5000 books on their first 
try and are making the book collection a yearly event. 

Anyone interested in taking up our reader’s sugges- 
tion and starting a toy loan library may have our Christian 
Science Monitor clipping and our blessing. Not to men- 
tion all our empty spools and any toys we can spirit out 
of the playroom in the dark of night.

MOTHER AND AUNT EDITH were talking about the 
children. “They all eat well except Dicky. He refuses one 
thing or another. For one thing he won't even try to eat 
a snap bean. Try as I may, flavor them with things he 
likes sich as bacon, but not a mouthful wil] he touch. It 
worries me.” 

“Don’t worry. I think there’s a readiness for eating 
things just as there is for reading. Dicky is not ready for 
snap beans, maybe. Leave him alone and in time he will 
eat just as the others do. He won't be able to help it when 
he sees the others enjoying things. But first he will have 
to be ready.” 


“Oh, nonsense. Whoever heard of being ready 
for eating snap beans? If he is hungry he will eat. 
Hunger makes us ready to eat. But when is one 
of our children hungry? And you just can’t starve 
him into eating green beans.” 


“No, you really can’t. But I know about eating readi- 
ness because I went through it. You know I have a 
younger sister and brother?

53 High School Instructors Attending St. Louis U. Institute So They Can Pass on New ema de to eal

A NUN LICENSED as a stationary fireman, another who 
directed the building of a model space station and 51 other high 
school chemistry teachers are working with beakers and Bunsen 
burners this summer at St. Louis University’s department of 
chemistry. They’re storing up knowledge and enthusiasm to 
pass on to their pupils when the fall term begins. 


Lay and religious, from 18 
states and Puerto Rico, the 53 
men and women are enrolled 
in a five-week institute for the 
teaching of chemistry which 
continues through July 25. 
Through lectures, demonstra- 
tions and industrial excursions, 
they’re catching up with the 
latest in research and equip- 
ment. 

When the institute started 
eight years ago, only 12 at- 
tended. This year; 365 applied 
for 34 fellowships granted to 
the university by the National 
Science Foundation in recogni- 
tion of the institute’s worth. 
The non-winners of the fellow- 
ships have paid their own way. 

Sister Josephine Ignatius, 
S.N.D., science instructor at 
St. Joseph’s Academy in Co- 
lumbus, O., is one of a large 
group of nuns attending this 
session. With a full-time teach- 
ing schedule and a hobby of 
visual aids, she also has the 
unofficial assignment of assist- 
ant to the school engineer. 
When the boiler has to be 
turned up for a P.-T.A. meet- 
ing or at any other time that 
the engineer is off duty, Sister 
Josephine is the one who turns 
the switch. 

She is the only woman in 14 
Ohio counties with a license to 
operate low pressure boilers 
and now is looking forward to 
receiving her engineer's license, 

As far as Sister Josephine is 
concerned, there’s no reason 
why women can't be just as 
good scientists—and just as 
good low pressure boiler oper- 
ators—as men. 

“Unfortunately, though,” she 
said, “men don’t think so. The 


scientific world is a man’s 
world.” 
However, her. colleague in 


the realm of technology, Sister 
Mary Julia Scheurmann, RS. 


M., of Mount Mercy School in 
Pittsburgh, is not only teach- 
ing her girl students to love 
science but sends them out to 
help instruct others. She ex- 
plained: 

“Another teacher I know was 
concerned because she felt she 
wasn't qualified to teach sci- 
ence. She wanted me to lecture 
to her classes but I couldn't 
get away from my own school, 
so I evolved the idea of send- 
ing some of our best students 
out as lecturers. 

“They work up experiments 
using the simplest elements 
and give these demonstrations 
to younger pupils in other 
schools. This not only helps 
them in their own science but 
makes the younger ones en- 
thusiastic about the subject.” 


With the growing ‘emphasis 
on science and technology, sci- 
ence clubs are springing up in 
high schools across the coun- 
try, the teachers report. Mem- 
bers experiment in everything 
from rocketry to weather sta- 
tions and even develop new 
products with potential com- 
mercial value. 

Clifford R. Phillips Jr., for- 
merly of Hannibal, Mo., and 
last year on the teaching staff 
of Maryland Heights High 
School in St. Louis county, is 
the sponsor of a club of boys 
from Trona Unified School 
District in Trona, Calif., 60 
miles from Death Valley. 


“They named themselves the 
Vanguards, which gives you a 
tip-off as to their principal in- 
terest,”” the youthful, bespec- 
tacled teacher said. “We shot 
off dozens of rockets and 
failure was the exception rather 
than the rule. We figured that 
one, a four-foot rocket, traveled 
1700 feet and a smaller one 
went beyond a mile into the 
air.

“Instead of lighting a fuse, 
the boys developed an elec- 
tronic firing pad which elimi- 
nated the danger of falling in 
running from the lighted fuse. 
Now that the state has decided 
to enforce an old law which 
prevents our shooting anything 
of this nature into the air— 
even out in the desert—the stu- 
dents have developed a circular 
monorail so that the rocket 
goes ‘round and ‘round without 
leaving the ground and they 
are able to study it. 


“This sort of thing, I feel, 
is excellent so long as it is well 
supervised. The boys are seri- 
ous about it and extremely 
careful. We haven’t even suf- 
fered a burned finger in the 
process.” 


The boys, however, haven't 
cornered ail the interest and 
enthusiasm for the space age. 
A girl member of the Science 
Club at Regina High School in 
Norwood, O., built a model 
space station with balloons and 
papier-mache, winning top 
prizes in science fairs and oth- 
er exhibits in her city and state. 
Sister Irenaea M. Winkeljohn, 
C.PP.S., who is attending the 
institute, is the club sponsor 
and supervised the student's 
research and actual construc- 
tion work. 

“It was all the girl's idea, 
her prediction of the kind of 
space platform we will need 
for the space age,” said Sister 
Irenaea. “I checked her read- 
ing and the building steps, but 
she did the work. The other 
girls haven't yet become as 
interested as the boys in the 
space age, but there’s no rea-

as capable.” 

An even more ambitious sci- 
ence research program is con- 
ducted in Redford Union 
School in Detroit, where Sid- 
ney M. Quigley, who is attend- 
ing the institute, has develop- 
ed both a science seminar and 
a summer science workshop for 
young people. 

In the Detroit seminar, one 
of 31 now established through- 
out the United States, top sci- 
entists, physicians, business 
and professional leaders serve 
as $l-a-year men to work with 
high school boys and girls on 
special projects. The groups, 
carefully selected from a large 
list of applicants, meet each 
Monday night throughout the 
year.

Among projects now being 
conducted by teenagers is an 
apparatus which measures the 
amount of radioactive fallout 
in the Detroit area. 


Similar projects are carried 
on in the summer workshop, 
established for gifted junior 
and senior high school stu- 
dents. Working in three main 
areas of interest—electronics, 
biology and photography—the 
students developed such re- 
search projects as a weather 
station for the school, a stro- 
boscope and electronic volt- 
meter—both built by ninth 
graders—and collecting and 
dissecting butterflies, shells 
and other specimens. 


An outstanding project was 
the preparation of photograph- 
ic print paper by one student. 
He concocted an emulsion of 
gelatin and silver bromide, 
spread it on paper, wrapped it 
in black paper and aluminum 
foil and let it harden in the 
refrigerator. He made success- 
ful contact prints and enlarge- 
ments using the home-made 
paper. 

Quigley also has developed 
an accelerated science pro- 
gram in his school. Twenty- 
five especially gifted science 
students are given advanced 
studies. As sophomores, they 
take the chemistry course nor- 
mally given at the junior level; 
as juniors, they take the phys- 
ics course normally given only 
to seniors; and as seniors they 
take biology of the college 
freshman level and an ad-

A dissenting voice against 
the emphasis of science train- 
ing to the exclusion of other 
academic work is that of Jo- 
seph D. Ciparick SJ., of 
Xavier High School, New York. 
He sponsors his school’s science 
club. 

“I teach science but I also 
give lectures in English litera- 
ture through the New York 
area,” he said. “We feel there 
can be too much emphasis on 
technology and not enough on 
culture. A boy can become a 
far finer scientist if he has 
this broader base of academic 
work. Otherwise, he becomes 
too narrow in his interests.” 


However, both Dr. George 
W. Schaeffer, director of the 
department of chemistry, and 
Dr. Theodore A. Ashford, pro- 
fessor of chemistry and direc- 
tor of the institute, pointed 
to the need for training teach- 
ers in modern technology so 
that the knowledge can be 
passed on to students. 

“We do not have enough 
creative individuals, _highly- 
trained original thinkers,” said 
Dr. Schaeffer. “If we don’t ex- 
ploit the fine young minds in 
our schools today, those minds 
will become just about useless 
in our technology of tomor- 
row. 

“Unfortunately, many college

freshmen today know more 
chemistry and other stience 
than those who are trying to 
teach them. Many teachers in 
school today received their 
own training say in the 1920s 
and they have not advanced. 
Science in some areas is very 
archaic. Some of our young 
people are still being taught 
the chemistry of 20 or 30 
years ago.” 

“Russia,” said Dr. Ashford, 
“is already ahead of us. We 
must train our young people 
not only in chemistry, not only 
in science, but in all intellec- 
tual pursuits. Many of them 
can't even speak their mother 
tongue well. 

“To me, the value of such 
an institute as this is a sim- 
ple statement of fact: it will 
make the difference in wheth- 
er or not 10 years from today 
our world will still be free.”
